Scripture text: Psalm 133:1:"Behold, 
how good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity!” 


When we read, look, and listen we 
see and hear the great cry and turmoil 
of the age. We read how nations and 
empires, dictators and kings, are work- 
ing themselves into a fury that has not 
been equalled in history. They don't 
seem to be able to trust their neighbor; 
they have made treaties and alliances by 
the scores and have broken them. Now 
they seem to think peace will come on- 
ly through preparedness and they are 
massing armies and munitions that 
would make Alexander’s, Napoleon’s, or 
Artaxerxes, army look like a grain of 
sand on the seashore. They would make 
the World War armies seem like a buncn 
of love birds in a wire cage in compari- 
son. They ignore their obligations to 
other countries and peoples, to use the 
money to finance their machines of de- 
struction and hate. Human suffering 
and blood are regarded by them as no 
more than bitter water spilled on the 
dusty ground. They are seeking peace 
through bribery, deceit, and threats; and 
glory and honor through destruction and 
desolation. We can almost hear the roar 
of the cannons, the tat-atat-tat of ma- 
chine guns, the roar of airplane motors, 
the bursting of bombs, the moans and 
groans of dying men, the shrieks and 
screams of terrified women and children 
as chey are driven in droves over blood- 
soaked fields ffom their homes and cities 
with nothing but death and privation 
ahead, in what used to be the glorious 
land of Spain, one-time conqueror and 
virtual ruler of the world. This is the 
price of disunion and too many political 
views and ungodly practices in govern- 
ment, flirting with Nazism, Fascism, and 
Communism, which have fermented this 
terrible rebellion and bloodshed. 

We sce the greedy eyes of the Roman 
eagle looking down from his lofty perch 
hoping to soon be able to help gobble 
up the spoil of a great nation. The army 
of the socialists and communist govern- 
ment of Spain can’t hold back the rebel 
armies of Fascism and Nazism because 


of the disunion among themselves, and 
fighting the anarchist in their rank. 
How can any great army, power, or any 
fighting man put up a solid front with 
a great cancer eating out his bowels, 
what will be the outcome of this con- 
flict? It will mean defeat for the di- 
vided army, vanishment of a divided 
government, and victory for the one 
that has unity. Though they be wicked, 
unity in their ranks will help win the 
victory; but oh, what price the victory! 
—the pillaging of their towns and cities, 
and virtual destruction of their own 
country. What will be the victory? A 
practically desolate country soaked with 
the blood of the flower of her manhood, 
all just because some of their head offic- 
ials and politicians couldn’t agree and no 
one would submit, What a price for di- 
vision! What will become of Spain after 
the war when she has destroyed herself 
and stands dripping with the blood of 
her own children? She'll just be meat 
for the vultures that wish to come and 
gobble her up and they are now sharp- 
ening their beaks getting ready to get 
their part of the spoil of disunion—a 
great power and nation turned into a 
graveyard. 
HOW MANY CATASTROPHES 
DO WE FACE? 


Not only this great catastrophe can 
we see and hear of, but many _ others. 
For instance, the great Russian Bear 
stands on a field soaked with the blood 
of the disunion of their fathers, snapping 
and snarling at every thing he thinks 
would menace him, while overcrowded 
Japan gazes around looking for a place 
to spread out and stretch, also backed by 
a great war machine. France hardly 
knows which way to turn, with can- 
nons and daggers facing her on two 
sides. Belgium is no more than a mascot 
for France and England. She stands 
trembling with fear of having to again 
act as a turntable or merry-go-round for 
Germany or some other great power and 
the rest of the little countries of Eu- 
rope merely huddle in their little hives 
hoping their country won’t catch the 
fancy of the eyes of some of those so- 
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called great dictators. 


WHAT MEANS ALL THIS 


It means that the Antichrist army is 
being prepared as the Christian part of 
the world looks on in amazement and 
sighs for a moment, then turns and goes 
on with the clamor and clatter and ar- 
gument. The Antichrist powers are or- 
ganizing fast and just slowly but grad- 
ually wrapping the hangman’s noose 
around the Christian world, waiting for 
that great leader, Antichrist, to step on 
the scene and pull the death trap on 
Christianity. But if we will be true we 
will be raptured just before he comes in- 
to full power. Will we be ready 
to go in our present condition, with 
the arguing and fussing of denomi- 
nations, and each of them fussing and 
fuming over unnecessary technicalities, 
over what’s right and who's wrong, 
who’li go and who won’t go, who’s go- 
ing to be this and who’s going to be 
that, wrangling for position, money, and 
honor, in confusion and _ contention, 
hearts filled with malice and strife and 
hatred? Yet some think they can be in 
the rapture and perhaps in the Bride in 
such a condition. What will be the out- 
come? There will be fewer ready than 
we have ever dreamed. 


CONFUSION 


God is not the author of confusion 
and will not tolerate confusion. Where 
there is confusion God is not pleased. 
Any one or any body of people who will 
bring or even help to bring confusion is 
displeasing to God. It’s far better to die 
with a dagger in our own heart than to 
pierce daggers into the hearts of others 
and run the risk of getting forgiveness. 

Confusion always causes trouble. Con- 
fusion has defeated many armies and na- 
tious, torn down many great enterprises, 
torn apart loving families and defeated 
many great men and women. Confusion 
always leaves sorrow, distress and regret 
in its path. Confusion of the language at 
the tower of Babel apparently kept them 
from building a tower to heaven. 


I wonder sometimes if we will let con- 
fusion keep us out of heaven. I wonder 
if we will let our own ideas and opin- 
ions bring confusion and cause disunions 
among us, rather than submit and prefer 
our brother before us like the Word 
teaches. Hard-headedness has wrecked and 
damned many souls. Will we be among 
that number? We should always remem- 
ber that the other fellow has a thinker 
the same as we and it may be a better 
one, and we should never let our head 
get so hard that we can’t learn from our 
own mistakes and blunders, and also from 
the lips of others, for hard-headedness is 
one of the main causes of confusion. 

Selfishness is another of the great

YOUTH MUST BE SERVED 

There is a prevailing idea all over the 
world that youth must be pressed into 
the front of every enterprise in the 
ccuntry. The training of youth is one of 
che most important things confronting 
the world to-day, but our people are 
making a mistake in pressing them into 
service until they have experience that 
will warrant their promotion and make 
them efficient. They should be trained 
but after their training they need ex- 
perience that no one can_ get in school. 
God has called and is calling the youth 
to His service but there is no record in 
His precious Word where they were ever 
thrust into service until they had train- 
ing under prophets and teachers of long 
experience. 

In the dispensations of time the peo- 
ple reached the place where God had 
to have a man who was possessed with 
a great degree of faith and also a will- 
ingness to obey God. He found this man 
in Mesopotamia in the tamily of skilled 
workmen who were able to design and 
carve out gods for the nations round 
about them. This man was Abraham and 
he was sixty-five years old when God 
called him. He was unknown practically 
until he had reached this ripe old age and 
was ready to take his place. What he 
did has been echoed through the corri- 
dors of time and he stands out preemi- 
nently above all servants called of God 
in faith and obedience. Isaac was a quiet, 
unassuming fellow, who stayed with his 
father’s possessions and filled his place 
well. 

The next of note are Esau and Jacob. 
They were twins and grew up together 
in their father’s wealthy camp, and un- 
til the time for Isaac to confer upon 
them the blessing, they seemed to bz 
happy and full of energy. It was the con- 
ferred blessing that caused the trouble. 
Jacob was of a mature age when great 
responsibility was placed upon him. It is 
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strange how God dealt with Jacob but 
in course of time we find him coming 
back to take possession of the inheritance 
conferred upon him by his father. It is 
stated in the Word of God that he be- 
came a prince with God. He was sup- 
posed to be one hundred twenty-one 
years when the full weight of his respon- 
sibilities rested upon his shoulder. As you 
scan through the scriptures you would 
hardly believe that God waited for men 
with a ripe experience and what we 
would term old age before He placed 
upon them the full weight of responsi- 
bility. 

Next is Moses. You remember the 
story of his birth, how he spent forty 
years in the courts of Pharaoh and in his 
displeasure he smote the Egyptian and 
fled to the mountains. There he occu 
pied with Jethro the place of a shepherd, 
taking care of his flocks. Jethro gave 
him his daughter Zipporah in marriage. 
He was eighty years old before the great 
responsibility of leading God’s people out 
of bondage was placed upon him. Moses 
protested his unworthiness to undertake 
sO great a mission but was assured that 
Jehovah would be with him until he 
should fulfill his charge by bringing the 
people out of Egypt to worship in the 
mountains. 

Joshua was approximately seventy- 
eight years old when the mantle of Moses 
fell upon him and God had placed upon 
him the great task of the conquest of 
Canaan. 

When Caleb was eighty-five years of 
age he asked for the mountains of Ca- 
naan inhabited by giants and we find 
him in later years in possession of the 
land which he asked to be given to him. 
We see that these men were ripe in years 
and experience when the great obliga- 
tion of leadership was placed upon them. 
We certainly feel that our people should 
be careful and get the mind of God so 
that we may be led by His Spirit into 
victory and power. 

In the antediluvian age we find that 
Enoch began to walk with God at the 
age of sixty-five. We mention this be- 
cause it seems that in his day no one else 
was so close to God. It is possible for 
men to walk with God when the world 
is walking otherwise. If we walk in the 
light, we will have fellowship one with 
another. To walk with God means to 
walk in the light, The only ones who can 
truly walk with God are those who are 
filled with the Spirit and are able to un- 
derstand what God would have them do. 

I am only mentioning these things 
that our people might be more prayerful 
and reach conclusions that will please 
and glorify God. It is God that has made 
us what we are and it all depends upon 
our close walk with Him as to the fu-

The Way of the Cross 


When we speak of the way of the 
cross, we mean that way which Jesus, by 
His death on the cross, opened up for 


God—rich, poor, high, and low—must 
come this way. 

1. It is the way of separation. The 
world and sinners are on one side, and 
the saved and redeemed are on the other. 
Paul gloried in the cross. By it he said, 
“The world is crucified unto me, and I 
unto the world” (Gal. 6:14.) The man 
who glories not in the cross and its work 
still stands on the wrong side and 
“‘makes the cross of none effect,” so far 
as he is concerned, although he be a pro- 
fessed follower of Jesus. 

Z. It is a way of sacrifice and suffer- 
ing. The sufferings of the crucified 
Saviour ar2 not unimportant, they are 
outstanding in the accomplishments of 
His death. Now His followers all go by 
the way of the cross. “I am crucified 
with Christ,” says the apostle. Can there 
be death with no sacrifice or suffering? 
Jesus did not say so. Paul did not say so, 
nor James nor Peter. 

3. The way of the cross is the way of 
service to others: By going to the cross 
Jesus imparts His life and blessing to 
others. All Christian science is connected 
with the cross, it is there that it gets its 
impetus ard life. Who else but those who 
know the value of the cross would want 
to spend their lives for the souls of 
others, for the Church and its interests 
and for the glory of God? 

4. The way of the cross is the way of 
holiness, Apart from the cross of Jesus 
there is no holiness. It is the blood of His 
cross and that only, which makes men 
holy and it is not a gift which may be 
bundled up and handed over to us, but 
holiness of heart and life comes with the 
pangs, sufferings, and death agonies of 
the cross. Let it ever be remembered that 
the outward or inner glory and blessing 
of Christian holiness has its center in the 
cross of Christ. 

§. It is the way to eternal life. Jesus 
said, “I am the way, the truth and the 
life. No man cometh unto the Father 
but by me.” But when we look at Him, 
let us always see His cross and death and 
blood, let us see Him as the “Lamb 
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slain,” ‘‘the Author and Finisher of our 
faith.” His cross is the highest emblem 
of what He is to us here and now and 
perhaps to all eternity. 

6. The way of the cross is the way of 
conformity to Christ and His image. 
Perhaps the highest aspiration one could 
have for time or to all eternity is to be 
like Him. We believe this is His desire 
for His own, and we believe this is His 
plan for them. To think that the work 
of Jesus on the cross means that He 
picks up poor sinners in all their degra- 
dation and sin and brings them across 
the great sweep of redemption, and lands 
them in His own image and likeness! 
And thus they are to share the Kingdom 
with Him.

God 
taught David from his youth (Psa. 71: 
17). It is good “to bear the yoke in 
youth,” Lam, 3:27. 

1. It is on the heart and mind of youth 
that the deepest and most lasting impres- 
sions are made. Truths learned and hab- 
its formed then seem most natural and 
are the hardest to get away from. 

2. In youth the mind is easier changed 
and brought into a new sphere of thought 
and activity. See how Communists, Fas- 
cists, and others take advantage of this 
fact and have special educational and 
training programs for their youth. It is 
a great and deplorable oversight on the 
part of the Church to neglect the chil- 
dren and youth. 

3. To make the most of life witn all 
of its problems and possibilities it is ne- 
cessary to begin early. How few begin 
the study of law, medicine or science 
late in life. So it is a great mistake and 
usually a fatal mistake to put off God’s 
service until late in life. While a few 
people passing middle life get saved, it 
is less likely that they will. 

4. Apparently, in youth there is a 
greater likelihood to evil and crime. It is 
said that more than half of the criminals 
of the country are under twenty-one 
years of age. Timothy exhorts “flee also 
youthful lusts.” Many have found to 
their great sorrow a horrible aftermath 
to the sins of youth. David prayed “Re- 
member not the sins of my youth,” Psa. 
2927, 

5. In youth there are not so many 
infirmities, fixed habits, and evil princi- 
ples to hinder the grasping and appro- 
priating of the truths of the gospel. We 
were called to pray for an old lady in her 
last hours. She seemed to know the prin- 
ciples of gospel truth, wanted to be 
saved. Some of her family were saved, 
but she seemed to be unable to make the 
surrender. She could not move to accept 
the Saviour, and died with no apparent 
change. The longer sin reigns in the 
heart the harder it is to dislodge it. 

6. God calls the young. Samuel, David, 
Daniel, John, and many others we could 
mention. He is still calling “Remember 
now thy Creator in the days of thy 
youth.”

With these we can be 
what God so intended. God is light, and 
in him is no darkness at all, 1 John 1: 
§. Light is the opposite from darkness 
(as holiness is from sin). Light makes 
manifest, leads to life. This does not 
mean that God is a big, blazing fire, 
but light like love, shines out. If we walk 
in the light, we can have fellowship with 
God and the blood of Christ will keep 
us cleansed from sin, 1 John 1:7. David 
said the Word of God was a lamp unto 
his feet and a light unto his pathway, 
Psa. 119:105. As we walk with God in 
the light, it will shine more and more 
unto perfect day, in heaven where all is 
light. ‘ 


The Old Testament does not record 
but very little of the work of Christ or 
of the Holy Ghost. God spoke of them. 
They were prophesied of by the prophets. 
The New Testament is full of recorded 
deeds and works of each; the Old Tes- 
tament, of the Law under God, the 
Father’s dispensational work. The Fath- 
er’s name was more prominent. “Look 
unto me and be ye saved”—for “I am 
God.” And “beside me there is none 
other.”—Isaiah. There is no other God 
but one, the Father of all creation. Some 
try to have gods many and lords many. 
Some try to argue that God is not a 
personality because John said no man 
hath seen God at any time. Jacob said he 
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saw God face to face, Gen. 32:30. The 
Lord spoke unto Moses face to face, Ex. 
33:11; Ex. 34:29, 45. 

It may be of some help to you to read 
about Jacob, also Moses in these experi- 
ences. Jacob saw angels and a vision of 
heaven and a ladder. All this may have 
been a vision, Gen. 32:30. The skin of 
Moses’ face shone until the people were 


afraid to come near him and he also 
veiled himself—just a glimpse or fore- 
taste, Daniel saw a person whose face 


had the appearance of lightning and his 
eyes were as lamps of fire, Dan. 105:6. 
“Their angels do always behold the face 
of my Father,” Matt. 18:10. Stephen’s 
face shone as he looked up into heaven, 
Acts 6:15. 

Jesus as the light of the world was not 
seen in His full heavenly robe of glory, 
but there will be something about Him 
that will cause kings and mighty men to 
cry for rocks and landslides to fall on 
them to hide them from His presence, 
Rev. 6:16. If we enjoyed all the bless- 
ings so provided by the Father, we then 
could not stand in the presence of God’s 
glory until the change in death when this 
mortal shall put on immortality. That 
light no man in the natural can dwell in, 
whom no man has seen, 1 Tim. 6:16. 
And we are bound for the city of eter- 
nal day, no night there, where all is 
light. You have put on immortality and 
can dwell in the perfect light of God’s 
glory, unadulterated, no candles there, 
no not even the sun, moon, or stars, but 
the Lamb shall be the light. The “saved” 
saints shall walk in the light of this city, 
Rev. 21:23, 27. A great personality of 
form has made all this possible.

Wednesday night was our night and I 
believe that every one present enjoyed 
the same. Several special songs were sung 
by request. The Southern Harmonizers’ 
Gospel Quartet gave us several  selec- 
tions, also the Morning Star Quartet of 
Chattanooga, and the Kentucky Holy 
Four rendered several numbers. 

Just prior to the message, Bishop J. 
Vital Herne, overseer of Haiti, rendered 
his report, which was very interesting, 
as he told about the work in Haiti. He 


.also sang in French, after which he sang 


the same in English, in order that the 
whole Assembly could understand. Then 
the overseer of Jamaica, Bishop H. A. 
Hudson, rendered his report as concern- 
ing the work in Jamaica. He told about 
the many new churches that were or- 
ganized the past year, and other fea- 
tures of the work, which were very in- 
teresting. 

Also we wish to mention that the 
General Overseer, Bishop J. H. Walker, 
gave us the privilege to take up an of- 
fering for our Orphanage Home at Eus- 
tis, Fla., which we did prior to the mes- 
sage that was delivered by Bishop N. 
Sol. Marcelle. Also I wish to mention 
that Sister Louise Oney from Norristown 
and leader of a local church at Phila- 
delphia, rendered special music at the 
piano, which was very much appreciated.

First Annual Assembly

Often we would find ourselves 
drifting from the general parliamentary 
order of the day, and before we knew it 
hardly, we would all be on our knees in 
prayer, then to our feet again, singing 
old time evangelistic songs and choruses 
with hands lifted to God in praises and 
thanksgiving. At times not a few went 
down the aisles shouting the praises to 
God. A crowd of preachers like that who 
can shout in a business meeting and keep 
the unity of the spirit and of the faith, 
may look forward to a big year in the 
evangelistic field of endeavor, if we can 
just keep humble and pull together.

ey equal to 5 per cent of the tithes paid 
into the local church treasury monthly. 
Additional to this the Assembly also 
ruled that an offering be taken quarterly 
to further augment the mission funds. 
The above stated amounts are to be di- 
vided equally between E. J. Boehmer, 
General Sec., Cleveland, Tenn., for for- 
eign mission work, and A. T. Little, state 
treas., Beckley, W. Va., for home mis- 
sion work. The 5 per cent quota should 
be forwarded to each department month- 
ly (not quarterly). The special offering 
would, of course, be sent quarterly. The 
General Assembly has made it compul- 
sory that state overseers see that the 
mission quota is raised, therefore, we are 
depending upon the pastors to comply 
with the above ruling. In the event they 
do not raise it, they will be notified im- 
mediately upon receipt of clerk’s month- 
ly report. Clerk’s report should always 
indicate amount sent to state treasurer, 
otherwise pastor will be notified that his 
quota has not been raised. 
STATE Y. P. E. SUPERINTENDENT 

We are hereby giving notice that we 
have appointed Arlie Whitlow, of Kel- 
leysville, W. Va. as state superintendent 
of Y. P. E. work.

causes of confusion. There are numbers 
of us who will just go along fine as long 
as we are petted and everything is com- 
ing our way, but when opportunity turns 
to our fellowman and we have to dig a 
while, we cause confusion right. Success 
in this life is not what we gain for our- 
selves anyway, but real success is what 
we are able to do for others. When we 
pull and scheme for ourselves at the loss 
of our brother, I’ll say we are in the gall 
of bitterness. If we should wire-work, 
undermine, or trick some one else for our 
own benefit, or for the benefit of a spe- 
cial friend, God is not with us. Oh, if we 
would abide by the teaching of God, pre- 
ferring our brother before ourselves, and 
not preferring a certain brother just be- 
cause we think he would help us, which 
would be the very height of selfishness, 
making our brother a tool for our greed. 
If we can get away from our selfishness 
and give God a chance to work out His 
way in our lives, we can completely get 
away from confusion and these damna- 
ble political aspects in all our Christian 
denominations and churches. Selfish peo- 
ple don’t get a reward in heaven; they 
gobble it up here before they die. Since 
we know selfishness has caused so much 
trouble ever since Lucifer exalted him- 
self, why can’t we each one individually 
do our utmost to get rid of our selfish- 
ness so we'll not be a hindrance to our- 
selves and God’s work too? 


EGOTISM 


Egotism is another of the great causes 
of confusion and disunion. Whenever we 
get it into our head that our employer or 
God either can’t get by without us, we 
are sure egotistical for God has never 
made that which He couldn’t get by 
without. God always has another man 
who can fill our place, probably better 
than we can, and our employer most al- 
ways has a man waiting that would do 
as good or better than we, for whatever 
we are God has made us.

When we get to the place where 
we don’t like to see our brother prosper 
or be blessed or exalted, we are jealous 
and we are taught to not even be jeal- 
ous when the wicked man prospers in his 
way. We know it is great when we can 
shine and get the compliments but what 
about when the other man stars? Well, 
the old adage that says “every dog has 
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his day” will also apply to us, so let us 
not be jealous of the prosperity or exal- 
tation of our brother for our day is com- 
ing, and if we are jealous we'll cause 
confusion if the other fellow shines. 


GOD HAS A WAY AND A PLAN 


God’s plan is for brethren to dwell to- 
gether in unity, and so in our text David 
says, “How pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity,” and I certainly 
believe that God’s plan is that if any- 
thing comes up that we can’t agree on 
or at least submit to, in which there 
can’t be unity, it should be dropped until 
we can reach an agreement instead of 
having what is often called a heated ar- 
gument and confusion, and anyone who 
doesn’t have enough of God to submit 
their own ideas and opinions to that of 
other brothers who may have a better 
idea, rather than cause confusion, should 
certainly go pray. 


SUPPOSITION AND MISUNDER- 
STANDING . 

Practically all of our worst trouble 
and contusion it caused by the two fel- 
lows named above. A brother passes us 
and accidentally fails to speak and we get 
the notion that he is out with us and 
tell everybody we see that Brother So 
and So passed and never spoke. Then we 
see him talking to someone else and sur- 
mise that he is talking about us and be- 
fore the poor brother knows about it, 
all the church and neighbors know and 
then he is hurt and the breach is so big 
until it takes a lot to fix it. Then, a 
brother will tell us something and we 
misunderstand him and go off and tell 
it wrong and the “little foxes spoil the 
vine.” If at any time there is confusion 
among Church of God people, we should 
get together and fix it. It is possible that 
there may be some who claim to be 
brethren with whom things can’t be 
fixed, but all real brethren in Christ 
can fix up their differences, and in view 
of the facts cited in the beginning of 
the article, and many others we all know 
about, it makes it emphatically neces- 
sary that we fix our differences so we 
can have unity among us. 


ARE YOU HELPING THIS WISH 
COME TRUE? 

It is hoped by some who wish us no 
good, that God would confuse us among 
ourselves. Now God has blessed us spirit- 
ually, financially, physically, and other 
ways; He is increasing our membership, 
our ministry is increasing, our Sunday 
Schools are increasing at such a marvel- 
ous rate, finances are better, the old 
debts are cleared away, the Publishing 
House is doing more business 1 one vear 
than it used to do in three or four. Other 
Pentecostal organizations are watching 
our every move.

christ forces will close in so tight that 
Jesus will come to take us out of all this 
trouble. Can we afford to be the cause 
of confusion, no matter who we are? 
For God’s sake, let us all look to Jesus 
and continue to have unity among our- 
selves, and smooth down the little ruf- 
fles that may exist. Furthermore I be- 
lieve that if any person or combine ct 
persons try to bring confusion among 
God’s people, God will blot their name 
out of the Book of Life.

If we stand cogether and work to- 
gether God will speed the good tidings 
around the world and we'll be able to 
say, Behold, how good and how pleasant 
it is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity.

So for God’s sake let us forget our ani- 
mosities and hard feelings, if we have 
any, and if we have a tomahawk, bury 
it.

If we even think our 
brother has aught against us, let’s fix it 
for we can’t afford to fail when we are 
on the brink of the greatest opportunity 
the Church of God has ever had. Say, 
let’s not be some for Paul and some for 
Apollos, but let’s be for Christ and His
